Ark of the Lord to Jeruſalem ; the place which 
God had appointed for his ſolemn worſhip and 
adoration, and whither all the Jews,whereſoeyer in-_ 
habiting, were oblig'd by the teſtimony or law gi- 
ven to frat, to go up thrice every year, to com- | 
memorate the mercics of God towards them,and to 
offer up unto him the ſacrifice of praiſe and thank(ſ.- 
giving. T hither the Tribes go up, even the tribes of 
the Lord according to the tejlimony or commandment, 
to give thanks unto the Name of the Lord, v.4. there 
alſo are ſet thrones of judgment, even the throne of the 
houſe of David, v. 5. that 1s, there is the ſupreme 
judicature of the Nation, there is the adminiſtration 
of juſtice and judgment, the great Court for the 
deciſion of the higheſt matters, for the conduct and 
management of the moſt important affairs. Thus

2. What method we muſt of neceſſity take, 
what means we muſt make uſe of .to enjoy the 
Bleflings of Peace. But firſt, in the firſt place I 
will endeavour to ſhew you the importance and 
{1gnification of Peace. 

In the lively oracles of God, Peace is a word of 
a large extent and fignification z it comprehends 
all kind of happineſs and proſperity: Sometimes it 
imports a freedom from inward ſorrow and trou- 
ble, a ſatisfaction or contentment of mind ; a hap- 
pineſs which ſuch are poſleſt of, as come into the 
houſe of the Lord, and worſhip him there 7 the 
beauty of Holineſs, as keep his Sabbaths and reverence 
his Sanctuary, as ſerve the Lord with faſting and 
prayers night and day. 

Nothing but a good and religious life can ſecure 
to a man that thing which ought to be yalued by 
him above all the things in-this world, namely, 
the inward peace and tranquillity of his mind : 
ſuch only can have this great peace as love the law 


of God. as ſincerely endeavour to tive up to the 
_ precepts and obligations of the Goſpel. A yertu- 


ous man hath peace and an Heaven in his boſom); 
the greateſt tranſports of joy poſlcis and ſurround 


his breaſt, ſuch a man is ſatisfy d from himſelf, Prov.

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14. 14. hath quietneſs of conſcience ; this 1s the 
thing which gives him abundant ſatisfaction * for 
there 1s ſuch a natural principle as conſcience which 
God hath implanted in everv man, this 1s the 
Angel-Gzardian which God and Nature hath plac'd 


within every ones own breaſt, this 1s the ſcale which 


impartially weighs all our actions, all our works, 
whether they be good or whc.ther thev be evil ; 
when we do the good, 1t createsin us dehght and 
pleaſure, complacency and ſatisfaction, it entertains 
us with this ſweet and grateful Eccho, well done 
good and faithful ſervants, you ſhall enter into the 
joy of your Lord: When we do the evil, it laſhes 
us, fills us full of regret and trouble, ſhame and 
diſgrace. It is this natural principle which 1s the 
great repoſitory and Magazine of all thoſe plea- 
ſures, which can afford any ſolid refreſhment ro the 
foul : When there is a calmneſs and ſerenity in the 
conſcience, then a man properly enjoys all things, 
and what is more, himſelt ; and nothing can make 
a mans conſcience to applaud and comfort him, but 

a life conform to the Divine Laws, a conſcience void 

of offence both towards God and towards men. There 

is no pleaſure comparable to that which ſprings 

from a good conſcience; all other pleaſure 1s tran- 

{ient and moinentary, yaniſhes and is gone immedl- 

ately after its fruition or enjoyment, and gencrally

feaves a fting behind it ; but the pleaſures and fa- 
tifactions which flow from purity and holine(s; 
theſe fan the mind, entertain the conſcience with 
ſweer and comtortable, with durable and laſting 
reficctions. 

But the caſe 1s far otherwiſe with a wicked man ; 
ſuch a one 1s a great (tranger to inward peace and 
tranquillity of mind ; becauſe of his evil deeds, his 
conſcience flaſhes 1n his tace, caſts abroad its thun- 
der, and itrikes him the greateſt terror and at- 
frightrment. A life of ungodlineſs 1s always tor- 
menting, and the expectation of a future Judg- 


ment 1s always terrible ; this conſcience tells him 


that in the world to come, he ſhall have ſuch a 
puniſhment aſſ1gn'd him as 1s proportionable to his 
vicious hte and immoral converſation, The Holy 
Scriptures compare a wicked man to a troubled 
Sea, Iſaiah 57. 20. a wicked man is like a troubled 
Sea! how? he 1s always working, reftles and 
uncaſic ; and when he comes within fight of the 
port of eternity, what ſtorms and rtempetts are 
then rais din his Soul 2 he 1s ſeiz'd with the great- 
eſt anguiſh and horror, with ſadneſs and conftult- 
on of Spirit. INo, if we will bclieve the Lo: d our 
God, there can be no peace t0 the wicked. v. 2. 
No, this 1s only the good Man's portion, it is he 
alone who hath peace and tranquillity ot mind,

It is he alone who hath a comfortable expecta-

2dlv, By Peace may be underſtood a deliycrance 
from War. from ftrife and contention both in 
Church and State ; and this is the proper import 
and {ignification of peace in the words of my Text. 
0 pray for the peace of Jeruſalem. 

And indeed. it isthisPeace which is the greateſt tem- 
poral happneſs: this 1s the peace which makes a Nati- 
on glorious and flourihing : this bleſleth the people 
with attluenceof proſperity; this gives them richly 
all things to enjoy; without this,riches and honors, 
the greateſt plenty and abundance 1s but a dubi- 
ous and an uncertain felicity. And this fort of 
peace we of this Church and Nation are compara- 
tively blefled with, beyond many other Nations in 
the world. The greateſt part of Exrope lies now 
a bleeding, involy'd in blood and contuſion : how 
doth fire and ſword, diſtreſs and perſecution rage 
in ſeveral places beyond the Sea : how many Ci- 
tics are there by War laid waſte and demoliſhed - 
how many noble ſtructures are turn'd into ruinous 
heaps ? how many thouſands abroad are in trou- 
ble and ſorrow, detain'd from the comforts of 


Gods 
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Gods ſolemn worſhip. fed with the bread of weep- 
ing and have nothing but plenteouſneſs of tears 10 
diink? When. in a great meaſure, the beauty of 
our Church and State IS as Yet unſulticd ; when 
we {it under our own Vines ; when we have the 
true Religion, and can come into the Courts of 
the Lord ; when we can appear before the pre- 
ſence of our God withour diſturbance or moleſtati- 
on. Ic 1s true indeed, we are engag'd 1n a charge- 
able and expentive, ina very bloody war ; but {ll 
we are happy in reſpect of other Nations, becauſe 
it 1s a War not athome but abroad : A War that 
1s abſolutely neceſlary, we can have no proſpect of 
happineſs without 1t; and if we will but fo exercife 
our ſclyes as to engage the Lord of Hoſts to be our 
God, we may ſeeit ſhortly produce an honorable 
and laſting Peace, durable tranquility. 0 pray for 
the peace of Jeruſalem. But 

3dly, Peace, in the Holy Scriptures, not only 
Imports a good conſcience, fatisfa&tion or content- 
ment of mind, not only a deliverance from war, 
from ſtrife and contention both in Church and 
Stare, but alſo it ſignifies all kind of temporal hap- 
pineſs and proſperity : and according to this com- 
prchenhye ſignification we enjoy Peace in 4 great 
degree.

No furcly, if they have underſtanding and inge- 
nuity, they muſt be convinc'd, they muſt confeſs 
that our Church hath no inclination at all to Pope- 
7y : Her admirable deportment and gallant behavi- 
our in the /ate Reign muſt ſatisfic any - reaſonable 
man, «bat the 1s the moſt ftrong and ſtanding Bul- 
wark of Proteftancy, and hath been fo eyer ſince 
the Keformation. In the late Reign how did her 
Dowe-like innacency appear 2? when the weather 
was hard and ſevere, when the (caſon was tempeſtu- 
ous, when the rain deſcended and the floods came, 
when the winds were ſtrong and- boyftrous and 
vehemently beat. upon her, ſhe. did.nor, like a ſubtle 
Serpent, CLcep.intoa hole, but bravely ſhow'd bee

There are ſome Ceremomies which they cannot 
away. with. As for her Ceremonies, there 1s no- 
thing in them but what is harmleſs and innocent, 
diſcreet and primitive, in number few, in uſe de- 
cent, peaccable in regard of conformity, .and high- 
ly conducive to Devotion, I am ſure, our Holy 
Mother the Church treats her Children with all ima- 
g3nable tenderneſs and moderation, ſhe commands 
nothing but what very well ſuits with St. Paul's Ca- 
non, let all things be done decently and in order. 
That there ſhould be Ceremonies, 1t 15 of abſolute 
neceſſity; no outward work can be performed 
without ceremonial circumſtances, and that there 
lhould be conſtitutions concerning them, 1tis nece[- 
ſary, tho not ſimply and abſolutely as the former, 
yet neceſſitate convententie. It this were not, then 
eyery man might haye his own taſhion by himſelf, | - 
and ſO conſequently there would benathing bur in- | 

finite 
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finite diſtraftions and horrible confuſions in the 
Church. No, the Holv Apoſtle. hath taught us 
better things, God is not 'the Author of confuſron but 
of Peace, ; COr. 14. 22 and i Cor. 11 16, If any 
man ſeem to be contentious, we have no ſuch cuſtom, 
neither the Churches of God. But- it 1s a Feſuitical 
Artifice-to promote Separation. Nothing can bet- 
ter. advance the intereit of Rome : It 1s their buti- 
neſs to delude, to break the peace of the beit con. 
ſtituted Church in the whole World. They are 
highly ſenſible that enmity amongſt our ſelves is 
the only gate that can poſſibly give Popery an en- 
trance into this Kingdom. O let us then in time 
unite, and ſee ths things which belong ato our peate. 
Let us meet all tcgether with one atco'd in one place, 
let us live together in Lovyc and Unity, Upon this 
veitus of Unaminuty, our Riches, our Honors, 
Qur Laws, orr Religion, owr King and our Coun- 
try, all our hopes depend. Then ſhall we ſee hap- 
p» days, and peace upon {ſrael. © pray for the peace 
of Feruſelem. 

Bu: :dlv and laſtly, Let us glorifie God by pu- 
rity of l:te and holineſs of converſation. This we 
mutt of abſolute neceflity do, or cle rhe Almighty 
will 10t hcar our prayers for the peace of Jeruſe- 
lem. Iris infailibly true which we read in ſeveral 
places in Holy Writ ; thus Prop, #8, 9. He that 
D + rurn- 
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turneth away his ear from hearing the law, he that 
' hearkens not to the Lord his God and obeys not 
his Jaws, the prayer of that man is an abomination. 
Thus Palm 66. 18. If I regard iniquity in my heart, 
the Lord will not hear me : but Pſalm 34. 18. The 
eyes of the Lord are over the righteous, and his ears 
are open unto their prayers. Thus mn the ninth Chap» 
ter of St. Johx's goſpel verſe 31. we read, that God 
heareth not ſinners. Yes, God hears and fees what- 
ſocver 1s tranſacted upon the ſtage of this World. 
God 1s awitneſs and ſpectator of all mens actions ; 
not ſo much as a thought can eſcape him, neither can 
any word be hidden from him : to him all hearts are 
open, all deſigns are known, and from him 10 ſecrets 
are hid ; every mans heart 1s 4s pellucid, as clcar to 
him as Cryſtal, he knows what is done in th: inner 
rooms of the heart. The eye, indeed, of the Adulterer, 
the Thief, the Murderer, waiteth for the twilight, for 
the evening, for the black and dark night, ſaying, no 
eye ſhall ſee me; and diſgxiſeth his face. Alas! he la- 
bours under the groſlcit miftake and deluſion: tbe 
night, with God, is as clear as the day, the darhneſs 
and light to him are both alike. Oh, that ſuch men 
would but conſider that God 1s the Author of 
their frame and conſtitution! Ir 1s be who hath 
enriched us with the noble powers and excellent 
facultics of hearing and ſeeing. Ir 1s by him that 
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we are thus fearſully and wonderfully made, Now 
what man of ſenſe or underſtanding can imagine 
him to want any power or excellence which He a- 
lone hath 1mparted to his creatures ? If the effect 
be ſo glorious, what 1s the cauſe ? ſurely he hears, 
he ſecs, in a ſuperior degree, in a more eminenc 
manner than we can poflibly comprehend, his eyes 
muſt be ten thouſand times brighter than the ſan. He 
that formed the eye, ſhall not he ſee ? He that plant- 
ed the ear, ſhall not he hear? Pſalm. 9g. 9g. God 
heareth not ſinners. Theſe words were ſpoken by 
the man who was blind from his birth, and whoſe 
evcs our Bleed Saviour had opencd ; ſuch an afto- 
niſhing nuracle as confounded the Phariſees, as 
made chem fy to opprobrious language and Ex- 
communication: ſuch a credential, ſuch an infallible 
telumon) as 11luttrared his Divinity, as ſufficiently 
evinc'd and prov'd his divine original arid authori- 
ty. God heareth not ſinners! That 1s, God patro- 
nizcth no {in, God worketh no miracle to authen- 
ticate or juſtiftie the naſſon of a ſinner: Wicked 
men are always hateful to God, he rcje&terth and 
retuſeth the prayers and requeſts of ſinners, that 
is, ſuch as live in a ſtate of impenitency, ſuch as 
run on 1n ſinful and debauched courſes with the 
grcateſt boldneſs and preſumption, ſuch as aftrone 
him by ayowed wickedneſs and 1impicty. Nothing 
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wulendcar the God of heaven to us but purity and 
holincſs: the God, with whom we have to do, is of 
purer ezes than to behold iniquity; this will certainly 
make a ſeparation berwixt him and us, this will 
cntorce him to withdraw from us the light of his 
countenance, If we continue in our fins, then 
when we cry, He will not hear; when we call, He 
will n0t anſwer, O then let us Icad hol! and exem- 
plary hves, Jet us live with e{pectal regularity and 
ſtri&tneſs of converſation; let us 3lorihe our Tea- 
venly bather by works of meckncſs and humiluy, 
charity and paticnce, ſobricty and temperance ? 
thus it we perfelt holineſs in the fight of God, we ſhall 
then have cvident d-monitrations of his power 
and audicnce ; he w:'i graciouſly hear us when 
we pray for the h.ippinck and proſperity both of 
Church ar.d.Srare, for the peace of Jeruſalem ? God 
will then dircct the confulcations of the {Jigh and 
Honourable Court of Parliament now at hand, to 
the advancement of his Glory, to the good of this 
Church, to the ſafety, honour and welfare of our S0- 
wereign, ard his Kingdoms. We {bali thin have a 
contortable hupe that ell things will be ſettled by 
heir endeauouis upon the bejt and ſurefl foundations, 
that peace and happineſs, truth and jujtice, the Pro 
teſtant religion, and true Chriſtian piety will be ella- 
bliſh'd among us for all generations, 
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Which God of his infinite mercy grant, for Jeſes 
Chriſt his ſake, to whom, with the Father and ths 
Holy Ghoſt, be aſcribed of us and the whole Church, 


all power, glory and praiſe, now and for evermore.
